Witnesses in Nizzanim said a speedboat into 11 
commandos was headed north towards Tel Aviv when 
it was ebased ashore by an Israeli gunboat. The 
commandos were pinned down in the sanddtmes by 
heavy^finanttro-USHDiadeCobrahefia^targan- 
sbips and elite army units. Four were killed.

But they did not repeat earlier i 
references to UN Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242, which the 
United States uses as a yardstick 
to sort out Arab moderates from 
hardliners. 

In a note to the summit, 
Washington asked them to 
include the resolution, which 
implicitly recognises Israel's 
right to exist, and go beyond the 
Casablanca resolutions and 
endorse PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat's statements in December 
1988 recognising the Jewish state 
and renouncing terrorism.

> Quake rocks Central Europe 


BUCHAREST, May 30. 
(Reuter): At least nine people 
died as a powerful earthquake 
rocked Central Europe from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea and as far 
south as Yugoslavia today- 

Romanian television s’aid 
eight were killed and 260 injured 
in Bucharest and towns to the 
north and east of the capital. 

Bulgarian television reported 
a woman died of shock in a town 
on the Danube river which 
divides Bulgaria from Romania. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
quoted a parliamentarian. Umar 
Bisher. as saying the quake 


caused serious damage in the 
Soviet Republic of Moldavia, 
bordering Romania. 

“According to first reports, 
there was not only destruction 
but dead and wounded,” he said, 
but gav6 no details. 

Bucharest radio and television 
reports said the Romanian toll 
was expected to rise. A witness 
reported seeing three 'people 
dead in a Bucharest street, killed 
. by falling rubble. 

(On the other side of the world, 
in. northern Peru, a 5.8 Richter 
scale quake struck last night, 
killing 67 people in the city of 


Moyobamba on the western 
fringe of the Amazon jungle, 
according to reports reaching 
Lima) , 

In Bucharest, police and res- 
cue workers said many of the 
casualties were among people 
who leapt in panic from the bal- 
conies of high-rise flats. 
Thousands . more fled from 
offices and homes as tiles and 
masonry tumbled from rooftops. 

“For a new seconds, 1 drought 
1 could see death, then I ran for 
my life,” said office worker Dana ■ 
Nkrulescu, 28. 

Strong shocks were felt for 


thousands of miles across the 
Soviet Union, Bulgaria, 
Y ugoslavia and Turkey. 

Romanian television said the 
quake was centred in the hilly 
and sparsely populated Vrancea 
region northeast of BucharesL 
It said the 45-second quake, at 
1.42 pm (1042 GMT), was 
measured at 6.5 on the open- 
ended Richter scale. 

Scientists in other countries 
put it as high as seven, giving it 
the seismic punch of some of the 
world’s mightiest earthquakes.

“The President is not preparing to offer a 
proposal for future negotiations to limit the military 
forces of a united Germany,” White House spokes- 

Filzwater said the United 

States opposed any deal that 
would single out Germany for 
special treatmenL 

Fitzwater said the Soviet 
Union had legitimate concerns 
about German military strength, 
but said the proper forum for 
limiting Germany's armed might 
was in multilateral talks to 
reduce conventional arms in 
Europe.

The area was last hit by a 
major earthquake in 1977 when a 
tremor measuring 7.2 kilted more 
than l,OO0peopleand devastated 
much of Bucharest , now a city of 
2.3 million people. 

Romanians, still dizzy from 
the bloody revolution which 
brought communist rule to an 
end in December, were in panic. 

Schools were evacuated and 
children sat in playgrounds still 
trembling from aftershocks half 
an hour after the main tremor. 

The earthquake is unlikely to 
have caused an accident at any 
nuclear power plants in the 
region, the International Atomic 
Energey Agency (IAEA) said in 
Vienna. 

A spokesman for the US 
embassy tit Moscow' said a 10- 
slorey building in lbe embassy 
complex in central Moscow was 
closed after the tremor was felt in 
the Soviet capital. 

“There was building and res- 
toration work going on there, so 
we decided to send people home 
for safety's sake." he said. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev said today a major earth- 
quake in Eastern Europe caused 
no significant casualties or 
damage in the Soviet Union and 
there was no need for him to cut 
short his visit to Canada and the 
United States.

The 550th anniversary of the college's 
founding by King Henry IV doesn't occur until October 1 1, but was 
celebrated yesterday, a school official that was because yesterday was

“The thing Eton majors in js 
arrogance — so deep-rooted it is 
totally unselfconsdous. It's ugly 
and unappealing and I've spent 
the past 30 years trying to 
unlearn it,” said Mark Fisher, a 
Labour Party lawmaker. 

Lord Longford says he once 
was interrogated by King 
George VI about why he, an old 
Etonian, became a socialist. It 
came down to “the conviction 
that we are all equal in the sight of 
God,” Longford said. “Well, I 
think Eton stands for something 
far removed from that.” 

Fisher and Longford were 
among SO “old boys” intervi- 
ewed by Danny Danziger for his 
recently published book, “Eton 
Voices.” 

George Orwell, Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, Henry Fielding, Aldous

John Butterwick, chairman of 
the old Etonians, blamed an out 
of date mailin g Ust, and a com- 
puter that couldn’t deal with 
titles or the strings of honours 
behind some former students’ 
names. 

Derek Malcolm, film critic of 
the Guardian newspaper, left 
Eton feeling equal to any 
occasion. “I mean, there's no 
higher you can go socially,'* he 
told Danziger.

BRISTOL. England, May 30. 
(AP): Sally Grosvenor the 
Duchess of Westminster and the 
globetrotting aunt of Britain's 
wealthiest man died today after 
suffering a stroke, a spokesman 
at Frenchay hospital in Bristol 
said. She was 80. 

The duchess was taken to 
Frenchay hospital after collaps- 
ing yesterday at Hill House, her 
17th-century home in western 
England, said a hospital spokes- 
man . The spokesman was not 
identified in keeping with British 
custom. 

“I am extremely sorry to say 
that the duchess died at 2.30 am 
(0130 GMT),” the spokesman 
said. “She did not recover from a 
stroke and I don't think she even 
regained consciousness.” 

Wife of the fourth Duke of 
Westminster who died in 1967, 
the duchess is the aunt of Gerald 
Cavendish Grosvenor, the 
present duke and director of 
Grosvenor Estate Holdings, 
which owns substantial property 
in the posh Mayfair district of 
central London. 

Grosvenor sits on the board of 
directors for Glaiidges Hotel Co 
the Cutty Sark Society Sun 
Alliance and the London 
Insurance Co among others. 

The duchess two years ago 
returned from her third trip up 
the Amazon river. 

She spent five months in South 
America hunting crocodiles and 
made numerous, lengthy treks. 
In 1986, she was slightly injured 
after her car crashed into a field 
and caught fire. She was pulled 
from the car by two farm work- 
ers.

Gaviria to 


reorganise 

anti-drug 

campaign 


BOGOTA. May 30, (Agencies): 
President-elect Cesar Gaviria 
said yesterday he would reorgan- 
ise Colombia's intelligence 
services to make the flght against 
drag-trafficking more effective, 
Gaviria. a strong opponent of 
Colombia’s powerful cocaine 
barons, spoke to reporters after 
talks with outgoing President 
Vlrgilio Barco on the transition 
to the new government, which 
lakes office on August 7. 

“I propose to redirect the 
intelligence services, anything to 
do with criminal organisation," 
Gaviria said in his first session 
with reporters since his election 
Sunday. “The time will come to 
take decisions on these bodies as 
doubtless on all other state ins- 
titutions." 

Gaviria. a 43-year-old former 
interior minister and Liberal 
Party member, was elected with 
47. 3 per cent of the vote, twice as 
much as his nearest challenger, 
Alvaro Gomez of a dissident 
conservative movement. 

Western diplomats said the 
vote gave Gaviria a mandate to 
push on with Barco's tough anti- 
drug policy, which has plunged 
Colombia into a bloody war with 
the cocaine barons. 

Gaviria said he hoped drug- 
traffickers would abandon a 
bombing campaign which has 
killed 70 people in the last two 
months. 

"I trust that those practising 
terrorism will undcnand that it is 
a blind policy, a policy of hatred. 
1 which was rejected try Cotom- 
bians at the polls and that it is 
absolutely pointless," he said. 

Gaviria also said he hoped he 
could reach a peace acconi with 
left-wingguernlla groups such as 
the M-I9. which laid down its 
arms last March and took part in 
the elections. Five other rebel 
groups have continued to fight 
The army said meanwhile that 
soldiers had killed two drug-traf- 
fickers in eastern province of 
Guaviare and four rebels of the 
left-wing People's Liberation 
Army in the northern province of 
Norte Dxxjxer. 

Three rebels were captured 
and some weapons seized in 
Norte de Santander yesterday, 
the army said.

“To say that a doctor cannot even tell a 
patient that abortion isa legal option not only 
t5 a threat to the right of privacy, but also 
strikes al the hearl of our (frce-spcecn) 
rights." she said in a statement. 

The Supreme Court will schedule oral 
arguments in the case during its new term that

De Klerk 
puts off 
trip to 
States 

JOHANNESBURG. May 30. 
(Reuter): South African 

President F.W. de Klerk has put 
ofTindefinitely his planned meet- 
ing next month with President 
George Bush in the United States 
to avoid anti-apartheid agitation 
there and to foe us on problems at 
home. 

De Klerk did not want a trou- 
bled US trip to spoil the good 
impression made by his nine- 
stale European tour which ended 
last week. Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha said yesterday. 

“The president feels that he 
has had a successful European 
visit. Why take the risk of mar- 
ring or fouling up all the good 
results by some controversy in 
the United States?*' Both told 
state-run television. 

A government source said the 
trip was scuppered by US black 
leaders including the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, who opposed Bush see- 
ing De Klerk before the US 
leader met African National 
Congress (ANC) Deputy 
President Nelson Mandela on 
June 25. 

The visit was now unlikely this 
year, the source added. 

De Klerk said in a statement 
that he postponed the trip 
because of controversy and 
“because certain important mat- 
ters would require my personal 
attention dunng the next few 
weeks.” 

“President. Bush. ..stands by 
his invitation and I will follow it 
up later, at a time when it can 
make a more positive contribu- 
tion to our mutual relations ” he 
added. 

De Klerk and Mandela this 
month began preliminary talks 
on a new constitution, under 
which power will be shared bet- 
ween whiles and the currently 
voteless black majority. 

While De Klerk has argued 
that Western nations should 
reward bis reforms by lifting 
economic sanctions, Mandela 
wants them tightened.

Mass execution for drug charges: appeals rejected 


TAIPING. Malaysia. May 30, (Reuter): Eight Hong Kong people 
convicted of drug trafficking were hanged today after efforts to save 
them, including an appeal from the British government, failed to sway 
Malaysian authorities. 

The seven men and one woman died in the biggest mass hanging in 
Malaysia, a predominantly Muslim nation of 17 million people. 

Six men were executed in a prison in the northern town of Taiping — 
which means ‘eternal peace* in Chinese. 

Three were hanged at 3.1 5 am (1915 GMT on Tuesday) and three at 
4.40 am 1 2040 GMT), a British high commission official said.

Prosecutors had requested only a one-month sus- 
pended sentence during the hearing in Toulon, but 
the presiding judge, Andre Fortin, decided to

the mysterious circumstances ofher own abduction. 

Ms Valente was allowed to remain free pending an 
appeal and possible medical tests.

Burma opposition claims more seats in national legislature 


RANGOON, May. 30, (AP): The opposi- 
tion National League for Democracy 
daimed today to have captured 37] out of 
485 seats in a parliament that may restore 
democracy to the country. 

League spokesman Kyi Mating said an 
unofficial telly showed his party leading 
with at least 371 seats in the national 
legislature. 

The last official count from Sunday’s 


general election showed the league had 
won 71 of the 77 seats decided, with other 
seats going to parties allied with the pro- 
democracy League and representing the 
Shan ethnic minority group. 

The official count apparently lags 
behind unofficial tallies because signal 
certificates must be sent from polling sta- 
tions nationwide to the election commis- 
sion in Rangoon. 


The official newspaper Working Peo- 
ple's Daily said 76 per cent of the eligible 
voters turned out for the election, Burma’s 
first multi-party polls in 30 years. 

The military government, which still 
rules by martial law decree, has promised 
to turn power over to the civilians once a 
new constitution is completed and a strong 
government is in place. 

The election has proved a massive defeat 


for the pro-military National Unity Party.

‘KGB plot 
sparked 
Prague 
uprising’ 

LONDON. May 30. (Reuter): 
Czechoslovak President Vaclav 
Havel said the Soviet KGB secret 
police were behind a plot to 
replace Prague’s former com- 
munist government with a 
moderate regime. 

But the plan hatched by the 
country's Communist Party 
members backfired and sparked 
last year’s peaceful revolution, 
according to the British Broad- 
casting Corporation (BBC) 
programme “Czech-male: Inside 
the Revolution’’ which will be 
screened today. 

Czechoslovak communist 
figures behind the unrest “were 
in one way or another controlled 
bv the KGB", Havel told the 
BBC. 

The programme claims plot- 
ters engineered student unrest in 
an attempt to install a govern- 
ment in tune with the policies of 
reformist Soviet President Mik- 
hail Gorbachev. 

But the plan crumbled when 
an exiled member of Alexander 
Dubcek's 1968 Prague spring 
leadership refused to lead a new 
reformist government. 

Within two weeks, mass 
demonstrations, sparked by the 
student unrest, led to the down- 
fall of communist mle and the 
inauguration of leading dissident 
Vaclav Havel as president. 

Milan Hulik. a member of a 
1 0-man government commission 
set up to investigate the unrest 
told the BBC: “We cannot reach 
any other conclusion than that 
the whole affair had been given 
the blessing of the Soviet political 
leadership.” 

BBC Foreign Affairs editor 
John Simpson, who wrote the 
scrip! for the programme. said in 
an article in the Times that the 
commission's findings revealed a 
group of prominent Communist 
Party figures and the head of the 
Czechoslovak secret police. Gen- 
eral Alois Loreoc. met in secret in 
late 19S8 to hatch a plot to oust 
Communist Party chief Milos 
Jakes. 

The plan, code-named Opera- 
tion Wedge, called for the 
simulation of the death of a 
student at the hands of the police 
to turn the people against Jakes. 

Secret police officer Ludek 
Zivcak,told the commission he 
infiltrated the student leadership 
and on Nov 1 7, the day of the first 
protest, led crowds towards 
Wenceslas Square. 

Police and paratroopers broke 
up the demonstration. “There 
were S61 casualties and one 
faked death,” Simpson said. 

In the confusion, Zivcak fell to 
the ground, his body was covered 
by a blanket and an unmarked 
ambulance took him away, 
according to the commission. 

While the protest was taking 
place, Lorenc was dining at a 
secret police safe house in Prague 
with the deputy chairman of the 
KGB, General Viktor Grushko 
and Prague KGB chiefs. 

Grushko left for Moscow the 
next morning. 

Rumours of the death spread, 
angering thousands, of people 
who poured out into toe streets in 
daily demonstrations. But plot- 
ters miscalculated the mood of 
the people and thought they 
would be satisfied with a return 
to Dubcek’s reform Commun- 
ism.

Gorbachev, accompanied by 
his wife, Raisa, and at least 20 
bodyguards, spoke with another 
man who asked him about Lith- 
uania, one of three Baltic 
republics seeking independence. 

Gorbachev said he was con- 
fident the impasse with Lith- 
uania could be resolved 
politically through a federalist 
system. 

“Federalism allows outstand- 
ing opportunities to advance 
everything in the field of lan- 
guage, culture, ct cetera," Gor- 
bachev said through a translator. 

“Look at Canada,” he said, 
referring to a separatist 
movement in French-speaking 
Quebec province. “You nave so 
many nationalities. ... If we show 
some good will, these problems 
can be solved."

Guenther Widand said in an article in the East 
German Communist Party daily Neues Deutschland 
tha t Brunner had been in what is now East Germany 
only briefly during World War Two and that most 
witnesses died in Nazi death camps. 

Brunner was sentenced to death in absentia by a 
French court in 19 $4 and is wanted in West Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and Greece for deporting tens of 
thousands of Jews to their deaths.

surgeries 

performed 

KUWAIT, May 30. (Kuna): 
Doctors at a chiropractic hosp- 
ital in Kuwait successfully per- 
formed three complicated sur- 
geries yesterday on spinal cords 
of patients. 

According to Doctor Taysir 
Sabri, a chiro practice surgeon at 
A1 Razi Chiropractic Hospital, 
yesterday's surgeries- sought to 
repair damages to the spinal 
cords by removing a tumour, in 
one case, and a pressure, in 
another case. 

He added in published 
statement that one of the patients 
was partially paralysed but 
should hopefully be able to move 
his paralysed limbs after remov- 
ing a tumour from his spinal 
cord. 

The third case, he noted, 
sought to repair a curved spinal 
cord, a surgery which has been 
performed for nearly one hun- 
dred patients in Kuwait 

In the past, (he patient has to 
have a back exterior supporter 
for about nine months after the 
surgery but due to new medical 
techniques the patient now can 
leave the hospital after his spinal 
cord is repaired in one week and 
without a back supporter. 

Asked about the curved spinal 
cords, Dr Sabri said that the 
phenomena is spread among 
women in Kuwait as studies have 
shown that, one per cent of male 
students were affected with the 
problem while about 80 per cent 
of female students had the 
problem.

The first Sadu House was 
founded by a group of interested 
individuals in 1979. Sheikha 
Altaf Salem AlAli was one of the 
founder members who believes 
that to prove their loyalty to the 
land, citizens must preserve its 
heritage in the face of rapid 
modernisation. 

With this objective, Sheikha 
Altaf is endeavouring to establ- 
ish a handicrafts society for 
females and Sadu workers in the 
rest of the Gulf and Arab states 
and has conductd in-depth 
research in co-operation with 
several experts. The study con- 
firms that there are a large num- 
ber of female textile weavers who 
are interested in developingthese 
traditions. 

The official said that the 
Kuwait Sadu idea has been 
praised by the Gulf states and has 
fed to several activities. She 


added that handicraft market 
will be held regularly at these 
states, the first of which nil] be 
held before the end of this year. 

Skills 

Giving a background, she said 
that strong CQ-operatiou in the 
Sadu field was established with 
the Ministry of Education five 
years ago. Initially importance 
was accorded to training tea- 
chers in the fine art of Sadu mak- 
ing skills. The Sadu House also 
provided training programmes 
for students at summer clubs. 

She said that the first sym- 
posium on preserving han- 
dicrafts was held in Doha in 
1989. The symposium called on 
the GCC states to formulate 
regulations to protect producers 
and workers of various han- 
dicrafts. It stressed on co-opera- 
tion among GCC member states 
in the field by laying more 
emphasis on field studies m look- 
ing after handicrafts and popular 
inductries in all states. 

Sheikha Altaf said that one of 
the first results of the symposium 
was to hold regular handicraft 


markets at Gulf states. The 
market will represent an oppor- 
tunity to display works and to; 
resolve any problem which may 
occur among workers and con- 
cerned authorities. She added 
. that the market will also give a 
chance for competition among 
professional handicraft worker 
towards the quality of these 
works. -•;••• 

Shiekha Altaf pointed out that 
the Sadu House has a total of 350 
female workers who have shown 
great interest towards establish- 
ing a strongly based structure for 
a wider Sadu society. 

The idea here is that the society 

will have prod active centres a tall 
governorates particularly those 
with high population density. 

Sheikha Altaf, the director of 
the Sadu House stated that one 
of her hopes was to establish a 
museum for desert heritage 
which she considers a necessity 
for future generations. She 
added that plans are also under- 
way to establish handicrafts co- 
operative ■ society aimed at, 
developing national industry.

GTD declines 
car registration 
for stateless 

THE General Traffic Depart- 
ment has declined to register 
more than one car owned by 
civilians or military personnel 
falling in the category of stateless 
persons. 

This step comes within the 
framework of measures in res- 
ponse to a decision issued by the 
department director-general 
Brigadier Abdul Hameed Hajp 
Abdul Raheem, stipulating that 
stateless persons are not permit- 
ted to register in names of 
military personnel more than 
one vehicle. 

The decision banned registra- 
tion of vehicles in the name of 
stateless civilians, however those 
who already have more than one 
vehicle registered in their names 
will be able to apply for annual 
renewal without being liable to 
pressure to sell or give up these 
vehicles. 

Sources at the department said 
that the renewal of drivers' licen- 
ces held by stateless civilians will 
not be possible except with the 
minister’s approval or with 
official approval of the director- 
general.

Rebels’ plight 


ANC shuns 
ex-members 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, (UPI): Eight blacks once joined 
the African National Congress to fight for the liberation of South 
Africa but were thrown into foreign wars instead and later imprisoned 
for asking why. They have returned home, shunned as traitors to the 
cause. 

By their own accounts, they were the lucky ones. 

Hundreds of others were killed in the wars in Zimbabwe and Angola, 
tortured as spies of Pretoria's white government, or lined up before a 
firing squad and executed in one of the darkest chapters of the ANCs 
history. 

Seven men and one woman involved in a 1 984 uprising over the ANC 
strategies flew home last month after being formally expelled from the 
AN Clast year. Their decision to return followed five years of detention, 
tight restrictions imposed by seniors in die movement and what they 
said were vain attempts to air their grievances. 

Reception 

Returning at a time when the ANC is reveling in forcing the minority 
government to the negotiating table for power-sharing talks, the eight 
nave received a chilly, if not threatening reception. 

Despite last month's admission by ANC leader Nelson Mandela that 
dissidents indeed had been tortured, the eight weathered a barrage of 
hostile and accusatory questions from disbelieving reporters at a recent 
news conference. 

Had they decided to form a support group for relatives of other 
missing ANC cadres before or after meeting state security officials who 
detained them for 2 1 days for interrogation on their return? 

What links had they with the dreaded Askaris, the former ANC 
cadres-tumed-spies under the council of police intelligence? What has 
the government promised them? What is their relationship with an 
ambitious conservative black church leader accused of attempting to 
discredit the liberation movement? 

Rodney Twala. who left South Adrica in 1 97 5 and received military 
training in the Soviet Union, spoke on behalf of the group. He denied 
any sinister motives and said the eight remained loyal to the ANC 
though they opposed many of its senior leaders. 

He confirmed allegations first raised by ANC dissidents, presently 
hiding in Kenya, who were involved in the same uprising. 

Those in Kenya have publicly called on Mandela to order a commis- 
sion of inquiry into “continuing “ ANC torture. Yet senior ANC 
officials insist the matter is closed and that those responsible for human 
rights violations “have been properly dealth with.” 

“Some of us left the country in 1975 and 1976 only to find that the 
conditions of exile were rather tough- But we were ready for them. We 
thought that we were going to get out training, come back and fight for 
our liberation," Twala said. 

"But this was not to be.*' 

Two ANC detachments, he said, were sent into what was then 
Rhodesia in 1 979 to fight not only the forces of the minority regime of 
Ian Smith but also the guerrillas or Robert Mugabe, ironically now 
president of Zimbabwe and one of apartheid's bitterest foes. 

Lost 

"We lost many comrades who fell in those bushes of Rhosedia,” he 
said. Opposition to the Fighting was “smothered," he said, and dis- 
sidents were taken to an ANC camp known as Quatro in northern 
Angola in 1981. 

Quires in the Angola camps grew restless. Far from the from line of 
the war for liberation in South Africa, they demanded the ANC 
leadership in the Zambian capital of Lusaka call a conference to 
address the movement’s strategies. 

The reply, said Twala. was truth and facts are not always correct.” 

Then came a decision to deploy up to 4.000 cadres alongside the 
Cuban-backed government in Luanda, Angola, against the US — and 
South African-financed, battle-hardened Unita guerrillas of Jonas 
Savimbi. ANC detachments were said to have suffered heavy losses. 

* 'They always said we were in Angola as the reserve of the army,” said 
Twaia. narrating the seeds of the uprising at ANCcamps in Angola. 

"Any front has got a rear. Now the rear was thrown against Unita. At 
first there was that excitement ... but then we became sober because 
Unita retaliated." 

With the help of Angolan troops, dissidents in the camps were 
disarmed, igniting a mutiny that took several days to put down. 

At the end, in May 2 984, seven dissidents from one camp were lined 
up before a firing squad and shot, another mutineer, Sipho Pungulwa, 
told reporters. 

Mutiny leaders, including Twala, were briefly held in a state security 
prison in Luanda, where two colleagues starved to death, then returned 
to Quatro where two others died in nuclear circumstances. 

Interrogation 

A senior member of the ANC, Steve Ishwete, acknowledge in April 
that there had been “excesses" during the interrogation of the mutin- 
eers. But he defended the ANCs efforts to put down the revolt. 

“No army can play with mutineers,” he said. “We had to suppress the 
mutiny with all the force at our disposal, just as any army would do 
when faced with a mutiny." 

Four years after the mutiny, in 1988, the dissidents were transferred 
to an ANC camp Tanzania, where they were remained until their 
expulsion from the ANC in 1 989. From there they fled to Dar Es Sal am 
and sought assistance from the UN High Commissioner for Refugees. 

During last year's visit by ANC leaders from South Africa released 
from imprisonment, among them Walter Sisulu, the mutineers were 
detained by Tanzanian security, Twala said, and released only two days 
after the delegation had left.

Nato reduces military guard 


WASHINGTON, (Reuter): Perhaps US Defence 
Secretary Dick Cheney best typified Nato’s relief 
this week as the Western alliance began to reduce its 
expensive military guard against Moscow for the 
first time in 40 years. 

A year ago, I had to go sell three per cent," he said, 
recalling Washington’s repeated, unpopular calls- 
for member states to raise military spending by three 
per cent a year. 

*Tm much more comfortable this year,” Cheney 
added with a grin on Monday while en route to 
Brussels, knowing that on Tuesday defence mini-

Slashed 

By last night, the ministers' defence planning 
committee had also slashed expensive and 
unpopular war games and announced that the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisation would begin 
slightly reducing its battle readiness on July 1 .

We don’t want to rip up 
the security blanket yet, but it’s time to store guns 
and count dividends,’’ said former US Assistant 
Defence Secretary Lawrence Kerb of the Brookings 
Institution, a Washington thinlc tank. 

Analyst Jim Blackwell of the Centre for Strategic 
and Internationa Studies think tank said Nato’s 
move towards multi-national units was a good idea. 

They don’t cost any less, but they signal together- 
ness with a lot of different flags in allied countries,” 
he said. 

Though some relaxation will take place, alliance 
officials say many key elements of strategy will be 
retained because of the threat of instability in the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe.

SIR: The Stockholm International Peace 
Research institute in its released annual year 
book reported that India for the third successive 
year, has emerged as the world’s largest arms 
Importer spending S3.8 billion annually. What 
an irony! 


report, in South Asia, 250 million people have 
intestinal worms, 300 million ore infected with 
Hepatitis B (a liver infection), 600 million people 
have vaccine preventable diseases. 700 million 
puffer from anaemia. All of this can be avoided 
considerably if we define our prioriiies well. 

Just one year ban on import of arms in the 
South Asian region will save the governments of 
the region S7.8 billion — S3.8 billion for India, 
S2.2 billion for Pakistan, and SI .8 billion for Sri 
Lanka and Bangladesh. 

Hunger can be wiped out not only from South 
Asia, but the face of the earth if sufficient action 
is taken now.

Kashmir dispute 

SIR: For the last five months the dispute of 
Jammu and Kashmir has taken the heaxuines of 
world media and press. You might have gone 
through many articles about Kashmir. Here I 
want to analvK the stand of the governments of 
Pakistan ana India on Kashmir in the light of 
letter and spirit of Simla agreement. 

The Simla agreement has four basic points 
relevant to Kashmir as follows: 

1) India and Pakistan are committed to UN 
charter. 

2) AH issues including dispute of Jammu and 
Kashmir have to be solved bilaterally. 

3) Alt propaganda which affects normalisa- 
tion of relation should be slopped. 

4) Anew line of control has to be demarcated 
between Pakistan-controlled Kashmir and 
Indian-controlled Kashmir with their prevailing 
porition at the time of ceasefire. 

From the above-mentioned points, it is very 
dear that the Simla agreement finds the govern- 
ment of Pakistan and the government of India to 
solve dispute of Jammu and Kashmir bilaterally 


on the basis of UN charter. 

First of all I want to draw attention to the UN 
charter. 

UN charter clearly says that all UN resolu- 
tions passed.by the Security Council have to be. 
implemented by all UN members irrespective of 
their approval or disapproval. India wasactually 
the initiator of the resolution on Jammu and 
Kash m ir. The mandate of UN resolution will 
remain the same until and unless it is overruled by 
another resolution passed by the Security Coun- 
cil on the same subject. 

The stand of the government of Pakistan on 
Kashmir is very dear and totally according to the 
Simla agreement that dispute of Jammu and 
Kashmir has to be solved bilaterally on the basis 
of UN resolution. Recently the prime minister of 
Pakistan offered the Indian prime minister to 
start dialogue on Kashmir on the basis of UN 
resolution, which India rejected. 

Now take the Indian stand on Kashmir which 
says: 

1) Jammu and Kashmir is an integral part of 
India. 

2) India is committed to the Simla agreement. 

. 3) UN resolution related to Kashmir becomes 
irrelevant after the signing of the Simla 
agreement. 

Ifyou analyse the Indian stand on the basis of 
the Simla ajgreement you wil find self-contradic- 
tion in their stand, such as if India is sincerely 
committed to the Simla agreement then India is 
also consenting that state of Jammu and Kash- 
mir is disputed area. There is no clause in the 
Simla agreement which says that only Pakistan- 
controlled Kashmir or Indian-controlled Kash- 
mir is disputed area. It is the whole state of 
Jammu and Kashmir that is disputed area. 

India’s stand that UN resolution on Kashmir 
becomes irrelevant after signing the Simla 
agreement is unjustified. By committing ;o 
follow UN charter in the Simla agreement, India 
bmds herself to UN resolution relevant to Kash- 
mir.

He urged his IFCEB colleagues to 
find out suitable generic programmes 
which can be altered to accommodate 
differences between European and 
Arab bankers and systems within 
which they operate. 

These differences are by no means 
few or negligible, he stressed. They are 
present both in the broader cultural 
context as well as in specific areas such 
as training objectives, skills, level of 
knowledge, learning and teaching 


styles and banking laws, be pointed out. 

To overcome problems that could 
arise from these differences Trott sug- 
gested that a list be compiled of IFCEB 
specialists in different banking areas 
who are familiar with the Arab world 
and could act as its advisers. 

Trott supported the suggestion by 
Burgan Bank’s training officer T.K. 
Sridharan that Kuwait's Institute of 
Banking Studies take a leading role in 
assessing the local training needs and 
collaborating with Brussels-based 
IFCEB.

ISTANBUL. Turkey. May 30. 
(AP): A private Turkish com- 
pany is attempting to break the 
state monopoly on television 
broadcasting and capture a share 
of its lucrative advertising reven- 
ues. 

Magic Box, a company set up 
by the Rumcli banking and con- 
struction group, has started daily 
test transmissions from studios 
near Frankfurt. West Germany, 
via satellite. The company plans 
to begin full-time broadcasting 
in September. 

Magic Box. which relies on 
viewers having a dish antenna 
atop their roofs to catch its sig- 
nal. has already cornered one of 
the most popular TV events — 
live transmission or soccer 
games. It signed three-year con- 
tracts w ith all 18 soccer clubs in 
Turkey’s major league, accord- 
ing to company officials. 

The company has agreed to 
pay a minimum of S60.000 a 
game, said Tunea Toskay. a for- 
mer director of the stale radio 
and television network TRT and 
current chief executive of Magic 
Box. 

Having the rights to the soccer 
games would lend the fledgling 
enterprise prestige and win a 
share of 330 billion Turkish lira 
fS t29tnriJiorn)TRT earned from 
advertisements last year, com- 
pany officials say. 

Magic Box programmes will 
be mostly entertainment, music 
shows and (he like, at (he begin- 
ning. News programmes from 
CNN and others as well as 
movies will be added later. 

But the new venture is at the 
centre of a legal controversy 
before it has bit the airwaves. 

Turkey’s 19S2 constitution, 
promulgated by then ruling gen- 
erals. stipulates that only the 
state can own and operate radio 
and TV stations in the country. 

The chief purpose of the mon- 
opoly was to prevent political 
views deemed undesirable, such 
as Marxism 3nd Muslim fun- 
damentalism. from reaching 
audiences. News programmes 
and even movies are still 
carefully edited. 

British 
economy 
slowing down 

LONDON. May 30, (Reuter): 
Britain's economy is slowing 
down but stubborn inflation 
means British interest rates are 
likely to slay high lor some mon- 
ths, independent economists said 
on Tuesday. 

Gross domestic product 
(GDP) statistics, a measure of 
economic activity, issued on 
Tuesday showed the govern- 
ment’s policy of trying : "throttle 
back growth was working, they 
said. 

“There’s a' gradual slowdown 
in output, but this isn't aggres- 
sive enough to bring about a 
wave of deflation." said Joe 
Rcsemun. economist at stock- 
brokers UBS Phillips and Drew. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservative govern- 
ment. lagging well behind the 
opposition Labour Party in 
opinion polls, hasembarked’on a 
painful and unpopular policy of 
using high interest rates to rein in 
a yeur-on-ycar inflation rate 
which in April stood at 9.4 per 
cent. 

The Central Statistical Office 
( CSO) said output-based GDP in 
the first three months of this year 
ga ve a yea r-on-yea r rise of 1 .5 per 
cent, d'ow n from a rate of two per 
cent the previous quarter. 
Growth was strongest in manu- 
facturing and services. 

Economists pointed to expan- 
sion in the service sector, which 
includes retailers, as a sign 
upward pressure on inflation 
remained. 

The latest figures show “con- 
sumer spending still is relatively 
buoyant." said David Walton, 
economist at Goldman Sachs 
International Ltd- 

ADB approves

Venezuela spreads word 


Plans to stay in

LONDON. May 30. (Reuter): 
Venezuela is spreading the word 
that it intends lo stay in the trig 
league of leading Opec oil sup- 
pliers through to the end of the 
century and plans to seek foreign 
firms' participation to expand us 
petroleum industry. 

Andres Sosa Pietri, recently 
appointed president of state 
energy group Petroleos de Ven- 
ezuela S.A. (PDVSA), told 
reporters today during a visit to 
Britain that “only five or six oil 
exporting countries have the 
capacity tbitnerease production. 
Venezuela is the only one in the 
Western Hemisphere." 

“We want the United States 
and the European Economic 
Community to know that Ven- 
ezuela is a reliable supplier that 
never used oil as a commercial 


weapon." 

Venezuela, a founder member 
30 years ago of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries, wanted to double current 
crude oil output of about two 
million barrels per day (bpd ) and 
also exploit reserves of bitumen, 
coal and gas. he added. 

iFmigfal look to joint ventures

World Bank approves big loanfor China 


WASHINGTON. May 30, (AFT: A' Watt Bank 
spokesman reported that representatives of 152 

r emmenls unanimously approved $300 million 
China on Tuesday, the hank's biggest loan to 
China since tanks suppressed the pro-democracy 
movement there last June. 

Approval came despite protests in the US Con- 
gress and from Chinese student groups in thuooun- 
tiy. 

The United Slates contributes mure than any 
other country to the bank, which is (he biggest 
source of aid to the Third World. Patrick Coady, the 
US executive director, is one of the 22 members on 
the board that met T uesday and approved the loan 
behind closed doors. 

Until last year. China was one of the bank's two 
biggest borrowers, along wills India, it borrowed 


$1.35 billion in the

The new loan will go largely for planting trees in 
15 Chinese provinces. China can lake 40 years to 
repay it, at less than 1 percent yearly interest.

US warns central banks against sabotaging global economy 


PARIS. May 30. (Reuter): US 
Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
Brady issued a thinly veiled war- 
ning today to the world's central 
banks against sabotaging global 
economic growth by pushing 
interest rates too high. 

"We need to maintain a balan- 
ced view of the inflation risk, and 
not allow excess concern to 
undermine the prospects for con- 
tinued economic expansion." he 
told the annual ministerial meet- 
ing of the OECD Club of 24 rich 
nations in Paris. 

The Bush administration is 
worried that the independent 
central banks of the United 
Slates and West Germany will 
over-estimate the influ lion threat 
and raise interest rates, choking 
offeighlyears of expansion in the 
world's leading economies. 

In the latestsign of sluggish US 
economic growth, the Com- 
merce Department said in 
Washington today that the 
government's main barometer of 
future economic trends fell in 
April, dragged down by a weak 
housing market. 

"Inflation developments in 
some countries have been a mat- 
ter of some concern, but with the 
passing of some transitory fac- 
tors they should remain under 
control." Brady told fellow mini- 
sters in the Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development. 

US inflation shot to its highest 
level in seven years in the first 
three months of 1990, but the 
administration has argued that 


was largely due to special factors, 
such as an unusually harsh win- 
ter that boosted oil prices and 
consumption. 

Brady got support Tor his 
views from some of his fellow 
ministers and from the OECD 
itself, which forecast that infla- 
tion in its 24-member nations 
would remain little changed this 
year and next, at just less than 4- 
1.2 percent. 

West German Economics 
Minister Helmut Haussman told 
the OECD that there was no 
reason to fear upward pressure 
on prices from the economic 
unification of his country with 
East Germany. 

Foreign investors are worried 
that East German consumers 
will go on a spending spree after 
they swap their own country's 
currency for West German 
marks on July 1. 

"Price pressure from unifica- 
tion is not to be feared." Hauss- 
man said. "Even if East German 
savers, after monetary union, 
increase their demand for cou- 
sumer goods this will be a one-off 
effect.” 

He said West Germany was 
determined to limit inflation to 
three per cent after the treaty for 
German economic and mon- 
etary union lakes effect next 
month. Last year, inflation in 
West Germany was 2-1/2 per 
cent. 

Some of the other nations of 
Europe have tried to take pres- 
sure off West Germany to raise 
its interest rates by lowering

POP sensations New Kids On The Block have 
had the ultimate proof that they have 
arrived... 

Not their triumph at the Los Angeles music 
awards in January when their album Hangin' 
Tough was voted the best of last year and they 
were chosen as the lop rock-pop band. Not 
the Beatlemania-style reception they now get 
wherever they go. 

And not the 30,000 fan letters a day or the 
100.000 calls a week currently jamming their 
America fan line, soon to be duplicated in 
Britain. 

No, the real proof that they have made it to 
the most major league is the £1 ,800,000 con- 
tract from Coca-Cola to weigh in the forces of 
Coke in the Pepsi versus Coca-Cola war. 

They join an exclusive celebrity group that 
already includes Madonna, Michael Jackson, 
Michael J. Fox, George Michael and Don 
Johnson, David Bowie, Bros, Tina Turner 
and recenisigiimg Kylie Minogue, whose deal 
with Coca-Cola could earn her'£7 50,000. 

Both companies are constantly scouting for 
expensive talent to keep the fizz in the cam- 
paigns that rage endlessly to woo our short- 
term thirst and long-term brand loyalty. 

Around 300 million peopleround the world 
were drinking a Pepsi and 419 million freshen- 
ing up with a Coke a day at the latest count. 

Pepsi wants to overtake Coke. Coke wants 
to pull further ahead. And the outcome is 
unrelenting warfare. 

Despite the huge sums poured into a 
celebrity pockets in recent years, Coca-Cola 
admits it still regards as its benchmark the 
1971 advertisement which reversed the usual 
order by creating a chart success. 

It starred a collection of unknowns and 
went on to become the hit I’d Like To Teach 
the World To Sing for both the New Seekers 
and the Hillside Singers. Their combined sales 
topped the million mark. ■ 

The company decided to include in its cam- 
paign this year an updated version starring 
not only as many of the original cast as they 
could find but their children, too. 

It took the Pinkerton Detective Agency five 
months to track them down. Some had been 
students who had moved on many times 
before they finally settled down. 

But the most wanted was also the toughest 
to crack — the fresh young beauty who 
apparently led the singing but has since con- 
fessed she was really miming! 

Linda Higson had been mistakenly entered 
in the company's books as Linda Hipson. In 
any case, she was by now Linda Neary, wife of 
Manchester solicitor and former inter- 
national Rugby Union player Tony Neary, 
and mother of four young children.

Most of the Coke-Pepsi money goes to 
musicians but Johnson is not the only actor to 
have cleaned up. Michael J. Fox made £3 
million for two days’ filming for Diet Pepsi 
and got a lot of job satisfaction out of it, too. 

. . The advertisement, in which he goes down 
the fire escape to get a Diet Pepsi fora girl, was 
his own idea. Originally he was supposed to 
play a film star drinking from a can. 

And afterwards he said: “I've had as many 
people stop me in the street and ask me, 
‘Aren't you that guy in the Diet Pepsi ad?* as 1 
have had stop me and say “Weren’t you in 
Back to the Future?” 

The companies are extremely image-sen- 
sitive. Pepsi had invested huge sums in spon- 
soring David Bowie’s Glass Spider tour of 60 
shows in 15 countries and making a commer- 
cial co-starring him and Tina Turner when 
Bowie was accused of raping a woman.

No amount 
of scenic charm, unusual loca- 
tions or clever editing . in dose- 
ups can cover up the Tact that 
Mumu simply does not betongto 
that age.

Ensor retro focus on skeletons, masks

PARIS, (AP): James Ensor, a 
Belgian expressionist with an 
affinity for skeletons and a style 
that helped pave the way for 
surrealism, is enjoying new 
popularity in a major retrospec- 
tive of his paintings. , - 
. Showing at the Petit’ Palaisa 
through July 22 are. more th an 
200 works tracing the evolution 
of a multi-faceted career that 
spanned six decades and that had 
, beeri' largely ignored m France, 
where only two Ensor paintings 
. are displayed in major museums. 

According to- Lydia M-A. 
Schoonbaert. head curator at the 
Royal Beaux Art Museum* in 
.Antwerp. Belgium, the exhibi- 
tion may also be one of the last 


tribuies of its kind begause of the 
fragility ofEnsor’s canvasses. 

like many contemioraries m 
France who came of age in the 
second half of the 19th century. 


Ensor adopted impressionist tea- 
chings to depict his subjectsin a 
hare of colour spread thickly 
across the canvas, y 
But if. Monet and Renoir 
excelled , with outdoor scenes, 
Ensor was an astute observer of 
interiors — stifling^bourgeois 
drawing rooms and^bedrooms 
with heavy, dark furniture and 
thick drapery. . ; ■ 

He also was fasanated with 
the macabre workings of the 
human imagination and the 
influence of death. Many paint- 
ings reveal his obsession with 
scatological themes and torture. 


- Masks and skeletons are 
Elisor’s most widely used sym- 
bols. When combined with his 
penchant- for bright, bold 
colours, the effect is carnival- 
like. 

In the 1891 work Squeleuesse 
Disputant un Pendu, (Skeletons 
Arguing Over a Hanged Man) 
two skeletons in fancy garb tot- 
ing parasols duel over a hanged 
corpse; dangling above them 
while a host of distorted witch- 
like figures look on. 

. In Les Fumeurs Drolatiques 
( The Hilarious Smokers) , Ensor 
portrays his friend Augusta 
1 Boogaerts smoking a cigarette, 
smUatg at the spectator oiftside 
the painting while a butler serves 
up a cigar-smoking skull on a 


plate. 

. Squelelte Peintre (Skeleton 
Painter), is a satirical rendition 
of a common 19th century theme 
— the artist in his studio. The 
artist here is working in a studio 
cluttered with half-finished com- 
positions and wide-eyed skulls. 
The artist himselfhas onlya skull 
for a head and paints with a 
worn-out brush on an easel top- 
ped by another skuIL At his fee! 
lies yet another one, gripping a 
feather duster between its teeth. 

Also on show are numerous 
drawings and preparatory sket- 
ches for “The Entry of Christ 
Into Brussels,” (1888), Elisor’s 
most famous masterpiece, not on 
show because it is considered too 
fragile to travel from its home at 
the John Paul Getty Museum in 


Mahbu,.Califonua. 

Ensor was bora in Ostende, 
Belgium, in 1860, the son of a 
British-born shopkeeper who 
dealt in masks, shells and assor- 
ted exotic objects that would find 
their way into his work. 

He studied painting at the 
Academic Des Beaux Arts in 
Brussels, but chose to return to 
Ostende, where he lived until his 
death in 1949. Ensor lived a 
strange, reclusive existence, and 
never married the servant 
woman with whom he lived for 
many years. 

Though his early work is 
reminiscent oftheJocede Ffvreof 
the Impressionists, a climate of 
anxiety and oppression soon set- 
tles in, haunting even the am- 
plest of his still lues.

“1 was very glad 1 went back to see toe 
film,” he said.

Although Heston had attained stardom 
m other movies, including the Oscar-win- 
ning The Greatest Show on Earth, he 
credits Tfe Ten Commandments for establ- 
ishing him as ah actor who would play 
more biblical and historic roles than any 
other of his generation. 

“Unquestionably, toe fibn was enor- 
mously significant in shaping my career,” 
he said. “It led me to so many biographical 
roles. 

“I’ve often said a successful actor needs 
marvelous parts, energy, health and luck. 
And I’ vehad all of those. Y ou have to have 
stamina. The luck in my case has been toe 
sequence of extraordinarily good parts. 


Playing Moses preceded Ben Hur, Et Cid 
and many others. 

Because toe picture is seen so often on 
television — more even than ‘Ben Hur ’ 
’ —it keeps alive my image as a formidable 
authority figure on the screen. 

“I can’t really play Jack Lemmon 
schlemiels or Jack Nicholson wise guys. 
We all are, to a certain extent, shaped by 
successful roles that audiences remember. 

' “I think I have a bit wider range than 
most because I’ve played a ren aissance 
prince, pirates, presidents, a cardinal 
among others, 12 different nationalities in 
god knows how many different centures. 
That’s given me some elbow room.” 

The Ten Commandments wfflbe shown 
throughout toe rest of the year in selected 
theatres for limited runs in various cities. 

“Most people who see it will have seen 
the picture at least once, not in a theatre 
then on television,” he said. 

“Frequently people tell me they’ve seen 
toe picture only on TV or they’ve taped it 
for special occasions. I reply, ’'then you 
haven't really seen the movie” 

“Personally, I think re-releasing classic 
films like this one, Lawrence of Arabia and 
Tom Jones is important because they are 
pictures of a kind that can no longer be 
made. 

“The cost of such films is prohibitive. 
Someone ran a budget on what it would 
take to make Ben Hur today. The total 
would be $1 22.7 million.” 
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Dev Anand’s ambition is to make a film “that will create a stir in the 
whole world”. 


Your “Awwal Number” has just 
been released but was not received 
weft. What do you say? 

“It’s too early to say. Some 
films lake a slow start, then ran 
on in the interior circuits. 
Anyway. 1 don't care much for 
how much money each film 
makes.

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Freedom wave causes 
chaos in industry

HOLLYWOOD, (UPI): Soviet 
actress Natalia Andrei schenko 
says Russia's film industry has 
been shaken by its newly 
acquired freedoms, and isn't 
quite sure how to handle them. 

Andreischenko. one of the 
Soviet Union’s leading actresses, 
has been in Hollywood with her 
husband, actor Maximillian 
Schell,' since January. But she 
still keeps a home in Moscow. 

Her first ' great film was 
Siberiade for director Andre 
Konchalovsky, which won the 
special jury prize at the Cannes 
fum festival in 1979. She started 
in toe Soviet version of Mary 
Poppins and her 1985 movie, 
Wartime Romance, won an 
Oscar nomination for best 
foreign language film. 

In the course of starring in 25 
movies, she hai twice won the 
award for most popular actress 
in toe USSR. 

Perestroika and Glasnost, she 
says, have shaken toe Soviet film 
industry with a wave 'of freedom 
of expression and subject matter. 

The film community, she said, 
doesn’t know how to handle it 

“It is chaos,” she said. “There 
is so much freedom that they do 
not know which way to turn. 

“So many changes have come 
in out country so quickly. It's 
unbelievable. 

“I left Moscow last January 
and since then I've had many 
Russian directors and writers ask 
me to come back to work in many 
projects. They tell me everything 
is possible. They can make films 
about drugs and prostitution in 
Russia — stories unsympathetic 
to toe communists. 

“It’s exciting- Also confusing. 
For instance we have about 50 
good French movie cameras in 


the country, but they are already 
being used by filmmakers aud 
nobody knows how to get others. 

“Filmmakers know about 
malting commercial movies. The 
state financed films and it was 
not necessary to make a profit 
. “The stories were about Lenin 
and Statin, the war and how great 
we are and how much we suf- 
fered. If people liked the film or 
not was unimportant. 

“Now we have more cinemas 
opening, but nobody in toe entire 
Soviet Union knows or under- 
stands anything about distribu- 
tion. What does distribution 
mean? Who knows what Soviet 
audiences want to see? 

“We know they love American 
films, but Russians don’t believe 
in Cinderella or fairy tales. Our 
history has been so tragic that we 
don’t believe in happy endings. 
In this century alone more than 
$0 million Russians were killed. 
Sixty-four million were mur- 
dered by Stalin and 20 million in 
the Second World War. 

’ “Russians are very deep peo- 
ple. They think they aretnore like 
Americans than Europeans. But ‘ 
differences are big, too. Rus- 
sians, to be good people must be 
moral, married once and very 
proper or they will not be respec- 
ted. Because we live so close 
together in big cities it is impor- 
tant for us to confirm. 

“We like to suffer. We tike 
tragedy because we have 
traditionally lived with tyrants 
and now there are none. 

“For centuries they were 
dominated by barbarians. Later 
they looked to their religion, then 
the Czars, then toe revolution 
and Stalin and toe Communist 
rulers who followed him. Now 
we have nothing and no one to 
cling to. Millions of Russians are 
frightened and lost." 


The government frowned on 
her marriage to Schell more than 
three years ago, but now toe heat 
is off. 

Foreigners — including Schell 
— have trouble understanding 
toe Byzantine and sometimes 
bizarre world of Soviet filmmak- 
ing, she said in offering up an 
example: 

“When we were making Peter 
The Great, we left our location in 
Uzbekistan, an agricultural area, 
for a small town north of Mos- 
cow. 

“The director asked the Italian 
wig maker to put hundreds of 
wigs for the actors on the plane. 
Instead he put them a bo aid two 
Soviet trucks for toe two-day 
journey. 

“But they didn't show up. So 
production stopped for three 
weeks while we waited for toe 
wigs. Helicopters were sent to 
look for the trucks. Search par- 
ties were organised. 

“You know what happened? 
We are so poor in the Soviet 
Union we had no fruit. The 
drivers filled toe trucks with 
melons and other fruits and sold 
them privately. They got fantas- 
tically rich. Neither the trucks or 
toe drivers were ever seen again. 

“Such things do not happen in 
prosperous, non-communist 
countries. 

“Those things will change 
even as it has changed for Rus- 
sians to marry foreigners like I 
have done. 

“But I would never abandon 
my homeland. 1 have my apart- 
ment in Moscow and I will k rep 
iL 

W I love Russia and I love the 
Russian people. My motherland 
is more dear to me than anything. 
Even if I stay here to make 
movies, I will always return to my 
wonderful country."

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World Cup 
mirrors 
realities of 
Italian life 

ROME, May .10. (Reuter): When 
Italy won the right to stage next 
month's World Cup many saw the 
soccer spectacular as a perfect 
opportunity to show off a dynamic 
modem country.. 

But the image that has emerged 
has often been the opposite — 
bureaucratic chaos and delay 
rather than efficiency and elan. 

Preparations for the month- 
long tournament have in fact per- 
fectly mirrored the twin realities of 
everyday Italian life — brilliant 
dynamism and invention dragged 
back by political squabbling and 
the suffocating weight of 
bureaucratic red tape. 

For the World Cup the result of 
this eternal conflict has been 
spiralling costs and chronic delays 
that put construction projects des- 
perately behind schedule. 

World Cup organisational 
supremo Luca di Montezemolo 
has expressed increasing dis- 
illusion about the difficulties of 
staging a major sporting event in 
this country as the June 8 kick-off 
draws closer. 

He said with biting sarcasm 
recently: “It was logical that in 
Italy everything should be done at 
the last minute. It would be absurd 
to expect anything different.'* 

The final deadline for complet- 
ing World Cup projects, including 
stadiums, slipped first from 
October to April, then from April 
to May 15. 

Systems 

But even after that date passed, 
dozens of roads, car parks, trans- 
port systems and even some 
stadiums remained unfinished. 
Construction gangs are working 
day and night to finish in time. 

Costs have nearly doubled and 
now stand at an awesome SS.7 
billion. 

Trade unions claim the last min- 
ute scramble to be ready forced 
safety standards to be ignored, 
contributing to the deaths of 24 
workers on World Cup projects. 
This is IS times higher than the 
average accident rate. 

“For us the game has already 
been lost." said union leader Gior- 
gio Benvenuto and workers have 
withdrawn a promise of a strike 
truce during the competition. 

Montezemolo has bitterly com- 
plained that although Italy had six 
years to prepare for the World Cup 
little happened until the last min- 
ute. Most projects started only last 
summer. 

As (he May IS dateline passed 
Montezemolo said: "It really 
seems that in some cases the 
stadiums will be ready only at the 
last minute when the teams come 
on to the pitch and the referee 
blows his whistle for the kick-off.'' 

He believes the difficulties he 
faced are a microcosm of problems 
crippling Italy itself. 

Montezemolo says his Italia 90 
organising committee functioned 
well, largely due to the help given 
by private companies who con- 
tributed know-how and staff. 
Italia 90 expects to make a profit of 
SI 5 million. 

But Montezemolo says the 
organisation of the sporting 
extravaganza has been constantly 
obstructed by a Byzantine political 
system that requires months or 
even years of back corridor hag- 
gling before a consensus can be 
formed to approve major projects. 

There have been six Italian 
governments since Italy w as awar- 
ded the World Cup in \ 984. not to 
mention four city administrations 
in Rome and four in Naples, the 
two cities where delays have been 
most serious. 

"The life of Italian cities is 
paralysed by procedures, by 
bureaucracy’ and by political 
crises. The greatest real problem of 
this country is the difficulty in pas- 
sing from planning to implementa- 
tion." Montezemolo said. 

“We have so many positive 
aspects but the real illness of this 
nation is an excess of pluralism. 
We must have a country where it is 
possible to make decisions. I envy 
nations with two parties, one of 
opposition and one of govern- 
ment.*' he said. 

Sports Minister Carlo Togoni 
also blames the delays on local 
govern a mem squabbles. “It's all 
the cities' fault. They argued too 
much. All the procedures allowed 
work to stan in good time." he 
said. 

Many World Cup-related 
projects haw been abandoned and 
others will not be completed until 
long after the final goal has been 
scored and the roar of the crowds 
has faded. 

But if the delays, mix-ups and 
chaos in the build-up to the World 
Cup were typically Italian, so too 
was the astonishing speed at which 
work has been completed at the 
lllhhour. 

Projects which a few weeks ago 
looked like chaotic, abandoned 
building sites have suddenly bloos- 
somed into car parks complete 
with hurriedly planted trees or new 
transport systems that may help 
unravel the traffic chaos of Italian 
cities. 

A rail link from Rome airport to 
the city, which cynics believed 
would never be completed in time, 
went into operation this week. 

"Miracles have been performed 
for the World Cup.” said Mon- 
tezemolo. while Rome Mayor and 
former Sports Minister Franco 
Carraro summed it all up when he 
said: “We are lazy planners but 
great improvisors.”

May 30, (AP): The purge of lop seeds at the French Open 
stopped today. Andre AgassL the top man left in the tournament 
overcame a sluggish start to win in straight sets and women's first seed 
Steffi Graf breezed despite allergy problems. 

Fourth- seeded Gabriela Sabatini also won, although she blew two 
match points in the second set before advancing to the third round as 
well. 

A day after No.l Stefan Edberg and No.2 Boris Becker were 
eliminated to leave him atop the men's draw, the third-seeded Agassi 
moved his screaming shots to centre court an d beat Ca nadian qualifier 
Todd Woodbridge 7-5. 6-1. 6-3. 

The American struggled early, blowing a 4-0 first-set le3d and 
holding off five set points. He turned it around just as quickly and 
allowed Woodbridge just four games the rest of the way. 

There was none of the surliness that marked Agassi's first-round 
victory. In fact, he was cheered wildly by thousands of children at the 
tournament for a school holiday, and did some showboating at the end, 
hitting the ball into the stands after match point and jumping over the 
net. 

*‘I went out today with the feeling, The first two seeds got beat.' Boris 
and Stefan getting beat helped me in that respect. You can't lake 
anything for granted,” he said. 

Graf beat Jennifer Santrock 6-1, 6-2 and said afterward that she was 
troubled by sinus and ear problems diagnosed as an allergy to “some- 
thing in Paris — the clay, tne air or something.” 

She has had similar medical problems at past French Opens. 

“I was wondering why I was always getting it here," Graf said. “The 
doctor says I will be alright in 2-3 days.” 

The way Graf played against Santrock, there was not even a hint she 
was feeling less than 100 per cent. 

Qualifying 

Santrock made the tournament as a “lucky loser" from qualifying 
when former champion Hana Mandtikova withdrew with an injury. 
She won her first-round match over Britain's Sarah Loosemore. but 
against Graf her luck ran ouL 

The world's (op women 's player ; oat to regain the French Open title, 
breezed through the first set and broke in the fifth game of the second 
set, wrapping up the victory in just 5 1 minutes. 

Sabatini had a tougher time before defeating American Susan Sloane 
6rQ. 5-7, 6-1 . Sloane fought off two match points in the eight gameof the 
second set. then won five straight games to tic the match at a set apiece. 

She was up 30-0 in the first game of the third set when Sabatini started 
playing as she had in the first-set shutouL 

“That was a big game," Sloane said. “If I had won that game. ..." 

Sabatini broke serve and after dropping her own in the second game, 
won five in a row to finish out the match andlhethreatof another upset . 

Also among the winners on the third day of the day-court Grand 
Slam were eighth-seeded Andrei Chesnokov of the Soviet Union, who 
beat Jean-Phi lippe Fleurian of France 7-6, 6-1, 6-0; 13th seeded Jim 
Courier of the United States, who beat Milan Sjreber of Cze- 
choslovakia 7-6, 6-1 , 2-6, 6-2; and 1 988 runner-up Henri Leconte, a 6-4, 
6-2. 6-1 winner over Bruno Oresar of Yugoslavia. Women's I Uh seed 
Jana Novotna also advanced with a 6-1, 6-1 victory over Brenda 
Schultz of the Netherlands. 

Plenty went wrong for Edberg and Becker yesterday.
